Postm asters throughout the U nited 
S tales have been instructed to fu r- 
nl.sh inform ation regarding post of­ 
fice leases, the nam e of the lessor and 
the cost to th e governm ent to rep re­ 
sentatives of th e press or anyone else 
who m ay desire it, in an order issued 
today by Acting Postm aster G eneral 
A rch Colem an at W ashington, D. C. 
T he order reveals th a t some post­ 
m asters have refused to divulge the 
Inform ation thinking it a confidential 
m atter.

This state of mind keeps life stirring with novelty, entertaining, stim ­ 
ulating and often amusing. It does little damage, until it discredits old es­ 
sentials for which no fit substitute is in sight. But the sen.se of difference 
between yesterday and tomorrow often loses sight of the distinction between 
old-fashioned fundam entals and yesterday’s transient habits, no better and 
perhaps no worse th an those on trial today. The modernist point of view 
IS dangerously liable to dismiss, because outdated, things th at are by no 
means outworn. 
The genuinely old-fashioned custom or code was fashioned long ago 
and has surviveed much experience. It has survived because there is in It 
.somethVig universal, something indifferent to every generation’s appetite for 
novelty. Its age and endurance are arguments on its side, and since it has 
grown slowly and lived long, it cannot be casually thrown away to make 
quick room for experiments. The demand for change m ust acknowledge this 
difference between what was yesterday's transient habit and the funda­ 
mental tilings th a t were fashioned of old.

Step Out Of Egg Shells 
So As To Be Heix Easter 


Peep, peep! 
No, not an automobile horn, but 
that is from 
each 
of 
4000 
baby 
chicks, trying to raise its voice above 
the clammer of its team mates. Just 
three days ago, several thousand of 
these chicks 
determinedly 
cracked 
open their egg shells and stepped out 
into the world, at a local hatchery. 
The chicks wanted to be certain to be 
here in time for Easter. 
Not that Easter means so much to 
chicks but the little balls of yellow' 
feathers seem 
to 
fit right in. at 
Easter season, just as docs the pro­ 
verbial Easter bunny. 
The younger peeps arc kept in a 


“battery brooder.” which will accom­ 
modate 32000. This brooder fills a 
large sized room. On the upper shelf 
of the brooder, the day old chicks arc 
kept. This compartment is kept at a 
temperature of between 90 and 100 


i degrees. The next compartment, for 
I week old chicks, is kept at a temper- 
i ature of about 90 degrees. The next 
part is for tw'o week old chicks and is 
kept at 85 degrees and the fourth 
compartment is kept at 80 degrees, for 
chicks four or five weeks old.

Chickens certainly have 
a 
great 
I life — while it lasts. The only duties 
they have is to eat to get fat and 
spend the rest of the time sleeping, 
i Of course, when the hens get older. 


they are expected to lay their daily 
quota of cgg.s. 
I 
To 
keep 
the chicks from «(ating 
each other up, the room where the 
battery brooder is situated, is kept 
dark, except for two electric lights. | 
The lights are located at the front 
and back of the brooder, in order to 
induce the chicks to come to tlie lit­ 
tle port holes and cat out of the long 
tray full of feed. 
At the present time, there are 40,- ' 
; ООО eggs at the hatchery, in the set- , 
I ting and hatching trays. The.se egg-.! 
! are being kept in a chamber at 100 
I degrees temperature. The eggs in the 
'setting trays are turned over, every 
i eight hours. And they are not turned 
I one by one. The entire 
trays

j moved to slant in a differewt direc-

It takes no more than 30 sec­ 
onds to turn 2000 eggs. 
In a day or two — maybe Saturday, 
j or maybe on Easter day, .several thou- 
i.sand more pecp-pcep voices will be 
i added to the family of chicks.

T he committee said a survey show­ 
ed 380 m ental patients 
were being

EXCESS FACILITIES 
MAY BE UTILIZED 


(Special To The Wews) 
WASHINGTON, D. C., AprU 17 — 
A survey of all existing civilian hos­ 
pital facilities in the country for the 
purpose of determining whether or 
not there is an excess of hospitals, 
vrith an ultim ate view 
of 
having 
these excess facilities turned over to 
the United States veterans’ bureau, 
would be made by a joint commLs- 
sion th a t would be created under a 
resolution introduced in the House 
by Representative J. Howard Swick. 
According to statistics. 35 out of 
every 100 beds in civilian hospitals 
are unoccupied under normal circum­ 
stances, and it is to determine the 
accuracy of these figures th a t the 
survey would be launched. 
If, as a result of the survey, it 
should be definitely learned 
th at 
there is an unused excess of beds 
In civilian hospitals, the commission 
would then recommeml to Congress 
the purchase of existing facilities in 
such districts in w’hich they are found 
to be superfluous, and they would 
then be turned over to the veterans’ 
bureau for the hw pitalization of dis­ 
abled veterans. 
According to Congressman Swick, 
Senator David A. Reed will introduce 
a sim ilar resolution in the Senate on 
his return from the London naval 
conference. 
CkMigressman Sw’ick appeared this 
week before the hospitals sub-com­ 
mittee of the committee on World 
war veterans’ legislation is behalf of 
liis bill providing for an additional 200 
beds a t the veterans’ hospital in As- 
pinwall. 
Senator Reed’s secretar>’ 
appeared at the hearing also for the 
senator. 
The Swick bill would increa.se the 
bed capacity at Asplnwall to 476. At 
present there are but 200 beds in use, 
but an addition of 50 beds is now’ un­ 
der construction. 
The congressman, who has a vet­ 
erans’ bill of his ow'ii pending in the 
house, is ready to support the John­ 
son bill extending the benefits of the

the city and hi.s childhood ambition 
w?' to be a soldier: He learned as a 
boy, the trade of the shoemai^et: and 
has worked at it all his life. 
Enlisting in the army under the 
Czar during his twenty first year, he 
served for four years. 
He ha.s. served 
in sevc-ral minor campaigns, and w»as 
In the Boxer War. 
Hi." first real campaign was in the 
Rir'Sian-Japanese war when h" was 
«tatioried at Vladivostak for eighteen 
months. 
After the real hostilities, he 
Wiv in ^he army of occupation and 
stayed on during the military rule. 
He never tires of telling of the times 
hi the Russian camp there. Station­ 
ed on the frontier in large govern­ 
m ent building:'., he say.s tliat he had 
the greatest time of his life in 
the 
army. Favorite sports of the .soldiers 
were ho2T2 racing, gymnastics 
and 
shooting. Horses w'ere of the best to 
bf' had and were a breed known as 
Koiisrk, large, well built and snappy. 
Some were as big a.s sixteen hands 
and weighed about twelve hundred. 
The horses were natives of Gubania, 
Siberia, and noted for tlveir speed. A 
firvorite trick of the riders was to 
pick handkerchiefs off the ground 
while riding at top speed. He says 
th a t the horses were as much In love 
with the game as the men and ran 
in a straight line without being guid­ 
ed. 
Another trick of the soldiers at the 
expcn.se of the natives was to cut off 
the pig tail, thus discrediting the un­ 
lucky one from the sight of his fel­ 
lows. This did not cause the native 
harm but the inconvenience was no 
doubt hart, to bear. 
Camp life was exceptionally good. 
Pay was fifty cents a month and the 
greater part of this went for tobacco. 


He said that a poker game or gamb­ 
ling on payday was not thought of, 
the rush being to see who would get 
the most tobacco for his money.
